Elizabeth. N J , Feb. 28 (AP).— 
John Crempa, public utility foe, told 
a jury W ednesday his wife was shot 
down w ithout provocation by sher­ 
iff's 
deputies 
who 
raided 
their 
Scotch Plains home last September 
26. 
Testifying a t the trial of four 
deputies on a charge of m anslaugh­ 
ter in the slaying of Mrs. Sophie 
Crempa, he gave a graphic account 
of the “battle,” which he said was 
wholly one-sided. 
N either he nor 
his wife fired a shot, he said. 
Tile deputies are Charles Remley, 
cf Crawford, and three brothers, 
Edward, Vincent and Richard C ar­ 
d a n , all of Elizabeth. 
They were members of a party 
of officers which went to the Crem ­ 
pa home to arrest him for tam per­ 
ing with high tension wires in defi­ 
ance of a court injunction. 
Crempa testified he and his wife 
were driven from the house by a 
tear 
gas 
bomb 
th a t 
smashed 
through a window as “40 or 50” 
shots were fired. 
Joined by his daughter, Kamelia, 
19. and F rank Sikora. a relative, 
they decided to "go out and sur- 


tion.

After 
he had been taken into custody he 
said he heard a deputy say, “Let her 
have it.” He said they began firing 
at his daughter and he raised a 
hand to stop them. 
A bullet struck 
his finger. 
Under cross-examination Crempa 
was questioned about incidents in 
the controversy over the wires which 
crossed his land. 
He said he had 
never been shown any warrant for 
his airest, charged once the depu­ 
ties had “kidnapped" him and had 
made other attempts to seize him. 
Kamelia's version of the raid was 
essentially the same as that of her 
father. 
When she saw that her mother 
w*as dead, she said. ‘I picked up the 
; gun my father had dropped. I tried 
to shoot myself. 
I pulled the trig­ 
ger twice, but I don’t know wheth­ 
er it went off.” 
Kamelia and her father both ac­ 
cused the deputies of treating them 
roughly after the shooting.
